The  \mdersigned.  the  Petitioner,  does  hereby  respectfully  petition 

the  City  Plan  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort 

Wayne,  to  vacate  a certain  alley  located  within  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 

and  more  particularly  described  as  follows: 

The  public  alley  lying  next  East  of  and  parallel  to  Calhoun 
Street  from  the  intersection  of  said  alley  at  its  Northern 
terminus  at  the  South  right  of  way  line  of  Douglas  Street 
to  its  Southern  terminus  at  the  North  right  of  way  line  of 
Brackenridge  Street  being  approximately  10  feet  in  width 
and  approximately  350  feet  in  length  all  in  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne , Allen  County , Indiana  euid  being  bounded  as 
follows:

1 . That  it  is  the  fee  title  holder  of  all  the  real  estate  abutting  on 
the  West  side  of  the  alley  herein  sought  to  be  vacated . 

2 . That  it  is  the  fee  title  owner  of  the  real  estate  on  the  East  side 
of  the  Alley  described  above  as  East  Parcel  No.  1. 

3.  That  it  has  entered  into  a Piirchase  Agreement  with  Fort  Wayne 
Community  Schools  for  the  real  estate  described  above  as  East  Parcel 
No.  2. 

4.  That  upon  completion  of  the  purchase  of  East  Parcel  No.  2 from 
Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  yoxzr  petitioner  will  be  the  fee  title  holder  of 
all  the  real  estate  abutting  on  both  the  East  and  West  side  of  the  alley  herein 
sought  to  be  vacated .

Gentlemen : 

We  are  in  receipt  of  your  letter  dated  November  26,  1974  and  have  had  some 
discussion  with  your  Architect,  Martindale,  Tourney,  Gibson,  Inc.  on  the 
proposed  improvement  sites.  We  would  like  to  comment  as  follows: 

1.  The  alley  that  you  contemplate  vacating  is  the  location  of  the 
sanitary  sewer  which  appears  to  be  serving  the  Central  Catholic 
High  School  property.  Unless  the  Central  Catholic  property  is 
assumed  by  the  Community  School  Corporation,  it  will  have  to  be 


served.  In  order  to  provide  a suitable  service,  we  have  suggested 
two  methods : 

a.  The  installation  of  the  manhole  on  the  existing  line 
at  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  Central  Catholic  High 
School  property  and  extending  Eastwardly  parallel  to 
Douglas  Street  to  the  proposed  parking  area  of  the 
new  improvement;  thence.  South  parallel  to  Clinton 
Street  to  the  centerline  of  Douglas  Street;  thence, 

Westerly  in  and  along  Douglas  Street  to  the  existing 
manhole  at  the  North  and  South  alley.  The  dedication 
of  a 14  foot  easement  would  be  necessary. 

b.  A manhole  constructed  at  the  Southwest  corner  of  the 
Central  Catholic  High  School  property  extending  West- 
wardly  in  and  along  a proposed  14  foot  easement  to  a 
new  manhole  over  the  42-inch  existing  sewer  in  Calhoun 
Street.  Here  again  a 14  foot  easement  is  necessary. 

The  elevation  of  the  42- inch  is  unknown  and  should  be 
verified  prior  to  consideration.

In  either  event,  engineered  plans  and  drawings  approved  by 
this  department  would  be  necessary  prior  to  construction. 

Also,  both  plans  call  for  a portion  of  alley  from  the  South- 
west corner  of  Central  Catholic  High  School  to  remain  as  a 
10  foot  easement. 

2.  The  area  being  proposed  for  the  service  center  facility,  bounded  by 
Catalpa  on  the  West,  Johnson  on  the  South,  and  Junk  Ditch  on  the 
East,  is  indicated  as  flood  plain.  In  1971,  there  V7as  a public  sewer 
extension  made  in  and  along  Bright  Street  from  Beadell  to  Johnson  to 
serve  this  site.  At  that  time,  separate  but  private  sewers  were  ex- 
tended onsite;  one  storm  and  one  sanitary.  The  Engineer's  presentation 
with  reference  to  a building  permit  was  that  the  onsite  sanitary  sewer  be 
considered  as  temporary.  Easements  for  private  sewers  are  not  required, 
and  the  maintenance  is  the  responsibility  of  the  owners. 


If  it  is  a desire  of  the  school  city  to  use  the  existing  sewer  to  serve 
more  than  one  building,  it  will  then  be  necessary  to  have  the  existing 
8-inch  onsite  sewer  televised  and  inspected  at  the  owner's  expense, 
along  with  a dedicated  easement  for  maintenance,  in  order  to  recommend 
City  acceptance.  The  flood  plain  question  might  be  referred  to  the 
City  Plan  Commission  since  they  are  the  enforcement  officers.
